area makes sense to me. It is bringing the 
convention to where the majority of Oregon 
hams live AND closer to Seattle, another ham 
radio stronghold. It would seem that “bored 
spouses” would be a minor problem in 
Portland. It appears there will be a SEA-PAC '06 
in Seaside. I am recommending to the SEA-PAC 
Committee that a look into holding the 
convention in Portland area is due, perhaps 
not at the Oregon Convention Center but at 
another location, such as the Washington 
County Fairgrounds. 


Another issue we must deal with is who 
should be paying for the convention — the 
attendees or the exhibitors. In past years an 
effort has been made to have exhibitors pay a 
majority of the cost so the price for admission 
could be kept low. I am personally in favor of 
this approach. However, as this year and last 
demonstrated, we can no longer depend on 
the “big four” ham exhibitors paying the 

bills. It is my opinion that we must shift the 
cost of the convention more to attendees. This 
year admission was $8.00 in advance, up 
$1.00. That cost is about the admission to a 
movie for a non-senior. Adding popcorn and 
a cold drink makes the cost of going to a 
movie well over $10. Considering that SEA-PAC 
offers more than a 2-hour movie with its two 
days that include free seminars - it seems to 
me hams would agree to pay more. Perhaps 
what is charged for national ham radio 
convention in Dayton, Ohio -- $20 in advance 
and $25 at the door -- could not be justified 
but SEA-PAC attendees would be able to accept 
higher than $8.00 in advance and $10.00 at 
the door. 


My congratulations those on the SEA-PAC ‘0s 
Committee. You pulled it off again! Let’s do it 
again next year.
